SUSPICION OF PLOT -
WAS DEVELOPED

Only Negligence of Attorney General

Prevented Prolongation of the Mary
Rogers Affair Through a Tech-

nicality.

Bellows Falls, Feb. 2.1. Suspicion of
a plot to prolong the life of Mary
Rogers through a legal technicality was
brought out yesterday before the special
investigating committee which is look-

ing into the state institutions. It de-

veloped that but for a mere chance Mrs.
Rogers could not have been legally
hanged December 8 and that some one I

either through lack of judgment, know-

ledge or by pure intent was responsible.
The discovery by Attorney-Genera- l Fitts
tliat the citation accepted by Prison Su-

perintendent V, S. Love 11 of Windsor
prison, where Mrs. Rogers was confined,
was drawn contrary to the usual and ac-

cepted method and the prompt action
on his part in demanding a second cita-
tion in proper form alone made a legal
hanging possible at the date named by
Governor Bell. .

The investigating committee after a
session at Windsor Monday, where plans
for improved sewerage at the prison
were discussed, came here and held what
is probably the last session of tiie
Windsor committee, and
with the examination of one witness at
Rutland today the commissioners' re-

port w ill be made up.
Supt. W. S. Lovell of Windsor prison

vva1 the. only important Witness exam-
ined, lie testified in regard to the
returns of the Mary Rogers case that
after signing those made, by Attorney-Genera- l

Fitts, in which it was stated
that Mary Rogers was in solitary con-

finement, the attorneys of Mrs. Rogers,
scared witness by saying he might get
into trouble.

Undecided what to do, witness said
that, he finally went to Judge Waterman
of Brattlehoro, a distinguished party,
who advised him similarly to her at-

torneys. When Fitts learned of it he
had the returns made over in which soli-

tary confinement was changed to dose
confinement, as it was against tho
statutes to p!at her in solitary con-

finement. The startling feature was
his testimony in regard to Mr.

Street Railway Co.

TO EXTEND LINE ON MAINST.

To Within Five Hundred Feet of City

Limits, the "Extension to Be Com-

pleted by September 1st,
'

The board of aldermen has decided

that the public good demands the ex-

tension of the street railway line up
South Main street to the city line, and
in accord with the provisions of the
charter granted the Barre and Montpel
ier Traction and Tower Co. has ordered
it to extend its lines that far on or
before Sept. 1, 1006. This, action was
taken at a meeting of the board last
evening when Alderman Adie offered this
resolution:

"That for the proper accommodation
of the inhabitant of this city, the time
has arrived when the tracks of the.
Barre & Montpelier Traction and Power
Co. should! be extended on South Main
stret along said street in a southerly '

direction to a point on said street within
500 tcct of the citys soatuerly line.
where the ame intersects the - said
street." After quoting section 21 of the.
franchise granted the company it goes
on:

"Therefore, be it further resolved, that
we hereby declare it necessary that tho
tracks of the aforesaid company be ex-

tended as specified above, and the com-

pany is hereby directed to extend its
tracks in accordance with the terms of
this resolution and place and maintain
in active operation a suitable car services
over said extension. Said extension of
tracks as aforesaid must be completed by
the 1st day of September, 1908, and a
suitable car service maintained on the
same therefor." 'Previous to the reso-
lution the report the special committeo
on the extension of the street car lines
on South Main street was read. It was
as follows :

"'We met the representatives of the
Barre & Montpelier Power and Trac-
tion Co. and investigated various routes
for the extension. It . was suggested
that it would be desirable to make a
loop by the extension of the Washing-
ton street lino around Circle street to
connect with the lino extended to Jock-

ey Hollow. There seems to be no route
practicable on account of the'grades for
this purpose, unless a line was extended
above Phdps'. Mills and came in on
Batchelder street. Batchelder street it-

self has quite a grade to overcome and
no survey has been made of that, though
the city engineer may be able to give its
grade. The. idea of extending up Ayers
street and around Circle street was con-

sidered, but in view of the adverse de-

cision of the state railroad commission-
ers at the hearing in 1001,- we feel
that some other route should be selected

lif possible.
e nave inea to gel a. proposition

from the railway company on many oc-

casions, but have not been able to get
any definite answer from them. It loks
to us now as though it would bo neces-

sary to make them extend it np South
Main street under the provisions of their
franchise. This is the extension that
would probably be followed, provided
we had to resort to litigation in order
to compel the company to extend Its
tracks. We would say in closing that
the railway people have delayed the mat-
ter because of their repeated promises
to give us a definite answer. On the 2d
of February we iwfit a communication
by letter asking for an immediate re-

ply, but have heard nothing from them
up to tho present time.

The police
were notified. Yesterday the two men
now under arrest called for the package.
The prisoners had nothing to say. They
will be taken before United States Com-
missioner Shields.

AN OFFICIAL REPORT.

Of the Proceedings of the Italian Meet-

ing Held Monday Night.
'Member of the Italian colony have

furnished the following official report of
Monday night's meeting:

"The Italian woikingmen of Barre,
assembled at a meeting held Feb. 19,
HHMi, in the Circolo li Ktudi Sociali's hall,
for the purpose of assuming a decided
attitude at the electoral meeting of
March 6lh:

"Considering that setting aside the
flection to the several public olliees
which valufwml the opportunity of, each
fraction of all the coiony and each indi-
vidual personally retains, independent of
the actual attitude of their own ideas,
the independence, of judgment and the
greatest freedom of action for the future

the question that interests the colony
most is that vt tho temperance vs. li-

cense.
"Considering that the terms of the

question as imposed by the Vermont
laws, don't secure sincerity, freedom of
action or vote, and that voting fur li-

cense means to consecrate, with a popu-
lar vote, a nasty form of privilege, and
that voting for temperance means to
recognize in the state authorities an
absurd faculty to regulate, economical
interests and individual rights with
views contrary to any modern conception
of liberty and dignity.

"Resolved, that we abstain from any
participation at the electoral meeting
of March 6th and do not vote" cither
for temperance or for license."

"This resolution was passed and sign-
ed by several hundred Italians. It is
the first act of an agitation in a vigor-
ous campaign:

"1st. Against the men,
who abused their monopolization, and
who have persecuted honest citizens.

"2nd. Against the authorities who
have used all their authority against
poor people and archists for political

ersecution; while on the other hand
they overlooked thosr who in tho regime
of e have violated law and by
the acquiescence of the judicial and

authorities."
